Democrats scored strongly in off- 
year elections with a recordbreaking 
statewide victory in New Jersey and 
municipal triumphs in New York, 
Philadelphia, Minneapolis and Detroit 
in the lirst national balloting since the 
Watergate scandal erupted 
In Virginia, conservative Republican 
Mills E. Godwin Jr., once the state’s 
Democratic governor, eked out a 
narrow victory over liberal Id. Gov 
Henry E. Howell Jr., running as an 
independent 
in 
a 
race 
with 
no 
Democratic candidate. 
Elsewhere, however, 
Republicans 
won few important races in the scat­ 
tered off-year balloting Tuesday, a 
year after President Nixon’s re­ 
election landslide. 
One of the GOP’s potential 1976 
candidates, California (tov. 
Ronald 
Reagan, also appeared headed for a 
setback on a constitutional amendment 
proposal. His plan to limit future state 
spending and taxation was trailing by 
more than 300,000 votes. 
“ The Republican party has taken a 
smashing defeat across the nation,’’ 
said Rep. Charles W. Sandman Jr. of 
New Jersey, who suffered one of the 
GOP’s biggest setbacks in that state’s 
gubernatorial race. 
Democrat Brendan T. Byrne, a 49- 
year^ld former judge and prosecutor, 
whipped Sandman by a margin of 2-to-l 
and led his party to control of both 
houses of the state legislature for only 
the third time in the 20th Century. 
Democratic State 
Sen 
Joseph 
Merlinosaid the victory was a signal to 
the nation that voters will punish the 
Republican party until it decides to 
“ dump’’ President Nixon. 
Although Watergate was a campaign 
issue in few places, leaders of both 
parties saw its influence in the returns. 
In Kentucky, Democratic Gov. 
Wendell Ford said the returns showed 
the scandal hurt all politicians “ but it 
has hurt the Republicans the most “ 
Democrats retained control of the state 
legislature as well as the mayor’s office 
in 
Louisville, 
where 
37-year-old 
physician Harvey Sloane won 
In Minneapolis, Democrat Al Hof- 
stede, a 33-year-old former alderman, 
upset two-term independent 
Mayor 
Charles St en vig. Mrs. Gladys Brooks, a 
Republican who finished a distant 
third, said it wasn’t a Republican year. 
“ A great deal of Watergate has carried 
over here,” she added.

Democrat 
F. 
Emmett Fitzpatrick stunned two-term 
Republican Dist. Atty. Arlen Specter 
after a campaign in which a major 
issue was Specter’s role as 1972 state 
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The White House has said Nixon's 
new energy policy, which was to be 
unfolded today at a morning briefing 
with congressional leaders and in an 
evening broadcast to the nation, would 
probably include proposed legislation. 
An energy source said the legislation 
would likely seek specific new powers 
Nixon feels he needs to cope with th*' 
growing national fuel shortage 
The President was also expected lo 
renew his appeal to the public for 
voluntary luel conservation through 
lowering thermostat settings and 
driving less, but his top energy advisor, 
John A Love, told newsmen Monday 
after a weekend meeting with the 
President that voluntary action just 
won’t Ik* enough 
Love previously advocated voluntary 
conservation, which he said could 
conserve up to 5 per cent of the nation’s 
energy. But that was before last 
month's decision by the Arab oil 
nations to cut supplies to friends of 
Israel, threatening an estimated 14 to 
21 per cent of the U.S. petroleum 
supply. 
Proposals reportedly being con­ 
sidered by Nixon included: 
Authority to reduce the operating 
hours of nonessential businesses anti 
industries. 
Authority to set up a standby fuel 
rationing program complete with 
printed tickets and ready for quick 
action, 
Lasing of clean air standards so 
high sulphur coal and oil can be burned. 
Extension of Daylight 
Savings 
l ime throughout the year 
A legislative requirement for state 
and local governments to adopt fuel 
conservation plans. 
Legislation to permit petroleum 
production from the Elk Hills naval 
petroleum reserve in California, now 
one of four oilfields held in reserve for 
military emergency use. 
Authority to require increases of 
commercial oil production above the 
maximum efficiency rate normally 
followed to conserve this resource over 
the long haul. 
Mandatory conservation measures 
have been proposed by Sen. Henry M 
Jackson, D-Wash., chairman of the 
Senate Interior Committee. 
Jackson, ranking Republican Sen. 
Paul Lannon of Arizona and committee 
members met with Love and other 
administration officials two weeks ago 
and reported general agreement on the 
need for such authority.

Residents of Fayette County ex­ 
pressed their opposition to increased 
taxes Tuesday by approving only the 
smallest of the proposed increases The 


20 mill additional operating levy for 
the Fayette County Board of Health 
was passed by a 55 per cent vote 
t he proposed two mill increase in 
city school operating taxes and the 
$2,036,000 Miami Trace District bond 
issue were both defeated, but city 
residents did OK renewal of a current 
one mill school levy 
Although the city school levy renewal 
was approved by an overwhelming 70 
per cent, the additional tax was favored 
by only 42 per cent of the electorate. 
The renewal carried 18 of the 19 city 
precincts; the additional tax carried in 
only four. 
Failure of the measure means that 
improvements in the libraries of the 
city schools are unlikely, and the 
possibility of raises for city teachers is 
greatly diminished. 


A JUNIOR ll KHI school for county 
students will have to wait for another 
time since the proposed 2 15-mill bond 
issue was defeated by a narrow 
margin. Although tho issue was 
defeated in 18 of the 23 Fayette County 
precincts, the measure failed by 206 
votes with more than 3,000 cast The 
total vote was 1,527-1,733, including 
those Pickaway County residents who 
are a part of the Miami Trace District. 
The additional monies provided to 
the Fayette County Board of Health 
will be used to cover the rising cost of 
existing services as well as to pay for 
some of the duties thrust upon the 
board by recent legislation governing 
protection of the environment and 
natural resources. 


PER R Y LIQUOR 
In spite of a gallant effort by in­ 
dulgers, spirituous liquor will not be 
sold by the glass in Perry Township. 
For the umpteenth time local residents 
voted down, by 114 to 149, a proposal 
authorizing such sales, which was filed 
by Bill Haines, Rt. I, Greenfield, dba, 
the Mini-Bar, Ohio 41-S. 
Renewal of levies for the maintenace 
of the Bloomingburg and Union 
Township fire departments were 
passed handily in their respective 
districts. In Bloomingburg the vote was 
90-29 while 
the township renewal 
carried by a 557-141 margin.

Three incumbents, with a total of 20 
years combined experience, were 
successful in their bids for re-election 
to the Washington C H City Council, 
and for the first time in the city’s 
history a woman was elected to the 
legislative body 
Officeholders Hugh S (Bud) Patton, 
Ralph L. Cook and Willard W. (Billie) 
Wilson won re-election in the 14- 
candidate race, while Mrs. Bertha 
McCullough was chosen in her first bid 
for public office. 
The terms of Patton, Cook and Wilson 
were scheduled to expire in January, 
but the trio garnered impressive vote 
totals 
Mrs. McCullough will fill a 
vacancy created by the February 
resignation of John Michael Arnold 
Patton. 38, of 133 River Rd., co-owner 
Of Sunshine Laundry and Dry Cleaning 
and the Fayette Supply Co., was the top 
vote getter in the crowded City Council 
race as he polled a total of 1,143 votes 
Over 45 per cent of the 2,531 persons 
who cast ballots at the city polling 
places at Tuesday's election chose 
Patton 


Patton, who was elected to Council 
1969 and is currently chairman of the 
finance committee, carried IO of the 
city ’s 19 precincts and tied for the top in 
two others. 


The 44-year-old Cook. 1229 High St., 
was (he second leading vote-getter as 
he was named to his fourth consecutive 
Council term. Cook, owner of Cook 
Home Improvements, trailed Patton by 
just 101 votes with a 1.042 total. He 
carried three city precincts. 
Wilson, 57, of 215 McKinley Ave., 
currently serving as Council president, 
nudged Mrs. McCullough by 109 votes 
for the third seat on hte ticket as he 
polled 947 votes. 


Mrs. McCullough, 53, of 431 W Circle 
Ave., 
made a strong showing in 
Tuesday’s voting as she collected 838 
votes. A service representative for 
Ohio Bell, she carried one city precinct 
and tied for the lead in another. 


Joseph Murphy, the youngest can 
didate in the Council race, was fifth 
with 729 votes, followed closely by Mrs 
Nancy M. Black who made a strong 
showing with 712 votes. 


John Morris, in his second Council 
bid, was seventh with 653 followed by 
James Vess (640), Fred Host (631), 
George Hall (514), Larry Bennett (466), 
Chester Hamuiak (355), Fay Washburn 
(126) and William Stolzenburg (61).

College enrollment trends 


The number of college students in 
the United States continues to rise 
faster than the general population 
increase. This is the basic finding 
set forth in the annual collegiate 
enrollment studies report provided 
by 
Dr. 
Garland 
G. 
Parker, 
University of Cincinnati 
vice 
provost for admissions and records, 
under auspices of the journal ‘in ­ 
tellect.” 
Dr. Parker estimates that more 
than nine and 
one-half million 
collegiate-level students are now 
enrolled in institutions of post­ 
secondary and higher education 
That is a gain of about 2.5 per cent. 
One noteworthy element in the 
general picture is that two-year 
schools at present have a decided 
edge on four-vear schools in at­ 


tracting new students. Whereas “ the 
four-year schools still are shy of 
freshmen in the numbers they 
seek," 53.7 of the two-year schools 
showed freshmen increases Parker 
also sees “ a dramatic jump in part­ 
time students" in such schools. This 
evidence that community colleges 
are burgeoning has important 
implications for the future with 
regard to both community planning 
and the total educational structure. 
From the vantage point of his long 
experience in following enrollment 
trends. Dr Parker urges caution in 
one regard. The proportion of high 
school graduates intering college is 
declining in comparison with the 
late 1960s Dr. Parker comments: 
“ With full appreciation for the 
societal relevance of and need for 
tee hnical-voeational-serv ice- 


oriented job preparation, there is a 
danger that too many young people 
will hearken to the counsel of those 
who are overkilling the idea that 
collegiate or other po st-secondary 
training is oversold in our society ” 
This is not an idle fear; there has 
been considerable emphasis on this 
of late, some of it from influential 
quarters 


We concur in Dr. Parker's view 
that "given the complexities of our 
problems 
. it is difficult to con­ 
tend that we may have too many 
persons trained too highly.” We also 
agree with his feeling that "not all 
should go to college but all who are 
motivated and either are or can be 
qualified to undertake the challenge 
of advanced training merit an op­ 
portunity to try it.”

CALLING . . . by Marquis ( Itilds 
Kissinger’s most difficult mission 
WASHINGTON 
The journey that 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
is now on is surely the boldest and the 
most difficult he has ever undertaken 
He is searching for a 
peaceful 
solution of the Middle Fast conflict, 
which is rather like the pursuit of the 
philosophers' stone that alchemists in 
the Middle Ages considered to have the 
power to transmute baser metals into 
gold. 
Kissinger has won to a degree the 
confidence of all but the more fanatical 
of the Arab states. This was achieved 
by his marathon efforts to bring about a 
cease-fire that would end the slaughter 
It was the Secretary’s intervention 
that persuaded the Israelis to stop short 
of destroying the Egyptian III Corps 
with 20.000 men on the east bank of the 
Suez Canal The army could have been 
destroyed by direct attack or by 
denying them food and water in the 
fierce heat of the desert. Convoys 
described 
by 
Kissinger 
as 
humanitarian 
have 
relieved 
the 
Egyptian troops. 


KISSINGER was convinced that 
destruction of the III Corps would have 
greatly inflamed blood hatreds and 
have made a fifth Arab-Israeli war 
inevitable. This Israeli victory would 
have been costly to Israel as well as to 
Egypt. It is the denial of such a "vic­ 
tory," as construed in Jerusalem, that 
has embittered feeling among many 
Israelis toward the United States. 
But it would have foreclosed any 
hope of a peaceful solution beyond the 


confused cease-fire with 
its in­ 
determinate lines That solution may, 
in arn event, Ik* beyond hope The 
belief in Egypt is that Kissinger is 
bringing in his briefcase a miraculous 
answer to the conflict that has seen four 
wars in one generation., 
There is no miracle in the secretary's 
dispatch box that can bring a quick 
peace He must rely on the diplomatic 
skill he has so often demonstrated 
on 
his ability to persuade Egypt’s 
President Anwar Sadat to have 
patience in pursuing a just settlement 
that will allow the two peoples to live 
side by side and gradually heal ancient 
wounds.

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School-run motel proves 
valuable aid to education 


NELSONVILLE, Ohio (AP)- The 
Ohio Board of Education was skeptical 
when a high school here asked for $1 
million for a motel. Today’s it’s alive 
and well in this Appaiacian corner of 
Ohio. 
High school and college students 
operate the 42-unit Hocking Valley 
Motel largely as part of their study at 
the TriCounty Vocational High School, 
which owns it. and the Hocking Valley 
Technical College. 
It is solvent but "was not intended to 
be a big money maker,” says T. C. 
Porter, the high school’s superin­ 
tendent. “ Our main idea was to have 
adequate facilities for on-the-job 
training,” Porter says. 
The vocational school serves Athens, 
Hocking and Perry counties. 
In cooperation with the college, the 
high school operates the motel with 
about 70 high school and college 
students under supervision of two hotel 
technology instructors at the college. 
Only college students participate in 
management. A regular commercial 
staff of IO, plus several part-time 
workers, round out the employes. 
The students earn course credits 
instead of money for the regular 
training duties. Porter says, but the 
school furnishes their uniforms. He 
says students get preference for jobs in 
their spare time and are paid regular 
wages in those cases. 
The motel offers kitchen, restaurant, 
indoor swimming pool and rooms for 
dining, banquets and meetings. 
Porter says the idea grew out of the 
need to improve training facilities for 
students 
in 
cafeteria, 
food 
management and hotel 
technology 
coures. 
The board was skeptical but “ finally 


approved the idea, granting us ho per 
cent of the total construction money 
from federal Appaiacian funds,” Por 
ter says. “ We supplied the other 20 per 
cent." 
The board required that the schools 
use a professional hotel management 
firm as consultants until September but 
two instructors and their students have 
run it since then.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P)— When 
Work Wear Corp. executive Milton A. 
Kramer v isited a Russian department 
store recently, he was naturally 
curious about Russian work clothes. 
The problem was there weren’t any 
for sale—or display. 
The Russians wear old clothes to 
work, Kramer said, noting. "They 
could not believe that management in 
our country furnishes work clothes to 
the worker.” 
Kramer, who toured Russia and a 
handful of Eastern European countries 
with a U.S. trade group, came back 
convinced “ it would be a tremendous 
market.” 
Although no immediate deals are in 
the offing, he said, some of the coun­ 
tries expressed interest in a barter 
arrangement 
or 
establishing 
manufacturing sites within the coun­ 
try. 
“ There is no question that there is a 
shortage of consumer apparel in those 
countries,” he said. He said visitors to 
Work Wear’s displays were attracted 
by brightly colored smocks, colored 
hospital uniforms and flameproof work 
clothes.

The Postal Service now offers seven 
different combinations of methods for 
getting your message or parcels to 
where you want them to go. If you live 
in Washington or New York, make that 
eight. 


In the face of this array of services, 
individuals, by 
Postal Services of­ 
ficial^’ own admission, often get 
shortchanged 
Effo rts to appraise 
users 
of 
the 
varieties

available are directed mainly at big 
volume mailers. “ That ’s where our 
bread and butter is,” says William A. 
Kissed, customer services manager for 
the Postal Service. 
"There is very good postal service it 
people know how and where to get it.” 
said Kissed. "W e probably have been 
remiss in not getting information to 
individuals.” 
And how you mail can make a dif­ 
ference A one-pound book mailed SOO 
miles, for example, can cost $1.70 cents 
or 16 cents. The $1 buys priority mail, 
also called air parcel post, and is 
programmed to get the book there the 
next day. Seventy cents buys parcel 
post, which should get the book there In 
three days. Sixteen cents buys the 
.special book rate, which you won’t get 
ii the clerk doesn’t know the package is 
a book.

money It costs 60 cents extra for up to 
two pounds of first class and air mail or 
80 cents extra for any other class the 
same weight. 
Normally the special delivery routes 
leave metropolitan {Kist offices every 
four hours until closing time or no later 
than 9 p rn Special delivery also tune 
lions 
on 
Sundays 
and holidays. 


Otherwise, special delivery is handled 
like any other mail. 
Thus special delivery on an air mail 
letter posted early in the afternoon and 
headed for a city within 600 miles would 
improve delivery by no more than a 
few hours, since the letter is targeted 
for next day delivery, anyway 
But 


special delivery on a letter posted just 
before a three day holiday can save up 
to two days in delivery time 


One of the options so new (hat it’s still 
considered experimental is express 
mail Basic express mail entails taking 
the letter or parcel to the {Hist office 
and having the recipient pick it up on 
(he other end Express mail costs $1 50 
for normal letters and $2.25 for parcels 
up lo two pounds It s available at 38 
selected post offices usually the 
larger ones 
across the country. 
Since the Postal Service alms for 
overnight delivery of air mall posted by 
4 p in in special Imxes or post offices, 
under normal circumstances express 
mail isn t any faster than air mall 
within OOO miles or to selected cities.

Networks face federal lawsuits 


WASHINGTON (A P) 
The Justice 
Department is pursuing major an­ 
titrust suits against the three com 
inertial television networks despite 
tears that the public may question its 
motives. 
UBS. NRU and ABU lost the first 
round in the 18 month battle when a 
federal judge last week denied their 
moi ion to dismiss or delay the case. 
The order cleared the way for gov­ 
ernment attorneys to begin the lengthy 
process of obtaining and examining 
network records 
The government contends that the 
networks have illegally monopolized 
the production of TY entertainment 
programs and seeks a court order 
prohibiting the networks from produc­ 
ing their own shows. 
The 
lawsuits 
do 
not 
concern 
television 
news, 
public 
affairs, 
documentaries and sports programs. 
The government suits claim that the 
networks have shut off competition in 
the 
production of entertainment 
programs by producing many them­ 
selves, and by retaining ownership in­ 
terests in programs they buy from 
independent producers. 
The FCG h as prohibited the networks 
from holding financial interests in 
independently-produced programs, but 
the Justice Department wants to go 


further and ban in house production of 
entertainment programs. 
Questions about the motives of the 
court action were renewed by the 
disclosure of 
White* House memos 
proposing pressure tactics against the 
networks and other news media the 
administration considered unfair. 


However, 
Justice 
Department 


sources say that President Nixon’s 
well known antipathy toward the 
networks actually delayed the suits. 
The antitrust 
division 
had 
been 
preparing the cases since the mid-1950s 
but two attorneys general, William P. 
Rogers in the late 1950s and Nicholas 
DeB Katzenbach in 1964, decided not to 
file the suits. 


After Nixon took office, Richard WI 
McLaren was installed as assistant 
attorney general in charge of the an­ 
titrust division 
At some point, he 
recommended to then-At tv Gen. John 
N. Mitchell that the suits be filed. 


Sources said that Mitchell demurred 
tor fear that the action "would In* seen 
as an attempt to muzzle the press." 
That was at the time that former Vice 
President Spiro T Agnew was harshly 
criticizing the news media.

Washington C li history buff who is 
always full of stories about Fayette

residents. 
Craig said that A P 
Warner, in­ 
ventor of the automobile speedometer, 
was born and raised in .Jeffersonville! 
During his years in the Fayette County 
village Warner lived near a blacksmith 
shop and became intrigued by those 
works. He later formed the famous 
Stewart-Warner Co., 
a 
well-known 
automotive firm 
Craig, a former school teacher in 
Fayette County, told Rotarians that he 
had a youngster in his class at the old 
Madison Mills High School who 
graduated in 1940, joined the U. S. 
Army and was later captured by the 
enemy and placed in a 
German 
prisoner of war camp. While in the 
camp, the Fayette County soldier met 
another prisoner who just happened to 
be a 1941 Madison Mills graduate. 


IN THE SER IES of 
interesting 
stories, Craig said that Nancy Hanks 
Lincoln, the mother of Abraham 
Lincoln, died of what was called milk 
sickness. He said he became interested 
in the sickness and later found five 
graves at the Cochran Cemetery on 
New Martinsburg Road where five 
children in the same family had died 
during the same week in 1837 of the 
same illness. Craig said three of the 
sons died on consecutive days and a 
Fayette County judge decided to in­ 
vestigate further. The judge discovered 
that a white snake root plant had 
caused the fatal poisoning.

the 
Underground Railroad in Fayette 
County during the Civil War years and 
told of the local homes that were in­ 
volved.

A series of 
money saving moves by the Nixon 
administration has reduced sharply the 
amount of loans to farmers for building 
grain storage and drying facilities. 
The Agriculture Department says 


those loans, by the Commodity Credit 
Corp., totaled $22,9 million during the 
first three months ol the current fiscal 
year, which began last July I. 
That compared with $42.7 million 
loaned during the first quarter of the 
1972 73 fiscal year, the corporation said 
Tuesday in a financial statement. 
A year ago. as part ol a general 
budget-tightening 
by 
the 
ad­ 
ministration. the department reduced 
the amount a farmer could borrow 
from the corporation to install grain 
drying and storage from $35,(KH) max­ 
imum to $25,(KW), other restrictions also 
were imposed. 
Last Sept. 13. the department boosted 
interest rates on the organization’s 
loans to nearly nine per cent from six 
lier cent. Also, if was announced, farm­ 
ers were required to increase their 
down payments from 15 per cent to 3ft 
lier cent. 
About two billion bushels of farm 
grain storage has been built under the 
loan program since it began in 1949, 
with loans totaling about $800 million.

Rail car shortage hurts nation

NEW YORK (AP) 
Record freight 
shipments, 
spurred 
by 
a 
booming 
economy and a sharp rise in grain 
exports, have put a severe strain on the 
nation’s 
railw ay 
freight 
system, 
causing some critical car shortages. 
While the problem apparently has 
had no major impact so far on con­ 
sumers. a number of manufacturers 
report difficulties in obtaining enough 
freight cars. Some have been switched 
to trucks. 
Government 
figures 
indicate 
the 
current shortage involves some 33,000 
cars a day, less than 2 per cent of the 
nation’s 1.7 million car fleet but still a 
significant number. 
While all types of freight cars are 
affected, among the hardest hit are 
covered hoppers used for transporting 
grain. Large wheat deals with the So­ 
viet Union and other countries have 
greatly boosted grain shipments, which 
are currently running about 32 per cent 
above last year’s levels. 
“The worst car shortage 
in 
the 
nation s history came earlier this year 
with the movement of Russian wheat 
Now with new bumper crops it looks 
like we are on the brink of it again." 
said a spokesman for the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 
To meet the crush, railroads have 
been forced to assign livestock cars and 
open-topped coal hoppers to grain 
shippers, 
causing 
car 
shortages 
elsewhere down the line. 
“They used everything possible, even 
regular boxcars normally used for 
appliances and furniture," said Bill 
Goldstein, general manager of the Chi­ 
cago Shippers Association, a nation­ 
wide group which handles bulk ship­ 
ping for large retail chains. “ Still the 
situation was critical." 
Some observers blame part of the 
problem on the financial conditions of 
some of the railroads, which prevents 
them from buying enough new cars. 
However, the Association of American 
Railroads, a trade group, says that 
orders for new and rebuilt cars in the 
first eight months are more than double 
1972 levels. 
“ Adding more cars to the nation’s 
fleet isn’t the total answer," said a 
spokesman for Burlington Northern. 
“ The whole transportation pipeline is 
not geared to handle the tremendous 
amounts of grain we have been pushing 
into it in the last 15 months." 
Grain is only part of the problem. 
Because of the strong economy, total 
freight shipments this year are so far 
running about 9 per cent ahead of last 
year’s records. 
Burlington Northern, for example, 
says it is short on virtually all kinds of 
cars, while the

and 
Chessie System acknowledge a shor­ 
tage of cars used for shipping steel 
A spokesman for Ford Motor Co 
said, “ We have been experiencing a 
shortage of rail cars for the past year.

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Securities industry eyes central market

NEW YORK (AP) - Pushed by a 
Congress 
anxious 
for reform, 
the 
n a tio n ’s fra g m e n te d se c u ritie s in­ 
dustry is moving slowly and painfully 
toward a central market system de­ 
signed to serve the American investor 
as fairly and efficiently as possible. 
Despite continued controversy and 
disagreement within the industry itself, 
the first step in such a central market 
a composite ticker tape to record the 
sale of securities anywhere in the 
United States 
could begin to operate 
as soon as next sum m er. 
Further steps 
foreseen 
by 
most 
observers include a composite tape for 
hid 
and 
ask 
prices, 
and 
central 
facilities for paperwork on securities 
transactions and handling of stock 
certificates. 
The goal “ is a network of brokers and 
dealers, operating both from offices 
and on exchange floors, linked together 
by an ele c tro n ic co m m u n ic a tio n s 
network and subject to a common 
regulatory framework,” according to 
the Securities and Exchange Commis­ 
sion. 
Though technologically the central 
m arket could begin relatively soon, the 
controversy now is over who will have 
access to it and on what terms. “ We 
want to know the rules of the gam es 
before we 
start 
playing," 
said 
a 
spokesman for the New York Stock 
Exchange, the nation’s biggest auction 
m arket for securities. 
"Like motherhood and apple pie. 
everyone here is in favor of a central 
m arket," said one broker intimately 
involved in current negotiations. “ The 
only question is how." 
Resolving the “ how" requires the 
delicate balancing of strong and varied 
interests throughout the industry and 
within the government itself.

E x ch a n g e , 
the

Exchange, and ll regional exchanges 
In addition there is the over-the-count­ 
er m arket, in which dealer firms buy 
and sell thousands of stocks not listed 
on the exchanges. 


Because of the tremendous increase 
in block trading, particularly by such 
institutions as banks and pension funds, 
a dealer-operated “ third m a rk e t” has 
developed 
to 
buy 
and 
sell 
large 
quantities of listed issues away from 
exchange floors. Finally there is the so­ 
called “ fourth 
m a rk e t,” where in­ 
stitutions simply swap stock among 
th e m se lv e s at w h a te v e r p ric e is 
mutually acceptable. 
Why is the central m arket needed? 
To assure greater efficiency and give 
the investor access to the best available 
price, observers agree. Proliferating 
m arkets have caused inequities bet­ 
ween m arkets and tended to confuse 
and befuddle the average investor. 
For an illustration, take the stock of 
XYZ Corp., traded both on the New 
York and Philadelphia’s PBW stock ex­ 
changes. Although XYZ m ay be quoted 
at two different prices simultaneously 
on both exchanges, the investor may 
not be able to get the better price 
because exchange rules prohibit his 


broker from operating on l*»th ex­ 
changes, 
Likewise, XYZ trading may be halted 
on the Big Board because of an im 
balance of buy or sell orders, even as it 
continues to move OII the regional ex 
changes. 
The third market can be even more 
frustrating to the average investor 
There, large blocks of XYZ moved at 
undisclosed prices, For example an in­ 
stitution m ay be able to buy XYZ at $25 
a share from a third market firm, while 
the Exchange ticker shows a price of 


$25 25. The small investor must also 
pay a brokerage fee. while the dealer's 
commission is included In his quoted 
price 
As a Senate subcomm ittee which has 
studied 
the 
issue concluded, “ We 
believe that all investors are entitled to 
the best market available, given the 
c h a r a c te r is tic s of the 
p a rtic u la r 
stock “ 
To achieve this, most government 
officials believe in “ regulating in” 
more competition among the different 
m arkets. As former SEC Chairman 


Bradford Cook said, “We want the 
chips, that is, the profits, to fall wh«re 
they may in fair and open competititon 
NM ween markets.” 
But to some in the industry, closer 


government supervision

Opening lead — jack of hearts. 
It would seem that South must go 
down one against proper defense, but 
actually the contract can be made in a 
perfectly legitimate way. 
A heart is led, won by South with the 
queen, and declarer, whether he 


realizes it or not, is now faced with a 
crucial decision. He can see that if he 
attacks diamonds, forcing out the ace, 
he will certainly run into a dead end. 
Back will come a heart and West’s 
suit will become established. South can 
then cash eight tricks — two hearts, 
three diamonds and three clubs — but, 
when he leads a spade, West takes the 
ace and runs his hearts to put the 
contract down one. 
So, instead of putting his head in a 
noose by playing a diamond at trick 
two, South hits upon the expedient of 
playing a low spade towards the king. 
He does this for two reasons. First, 
there is a chance that West, holding the 
ace, will make a mistake and not go up 
with it. If this occurs, South is home 
free. Having stolen a spade trick, he 
speedily attacks diamonds and so 
makes nine tricks. 
Second, there is the possibility of 
West’s holding three spades to the ace 
— in which case he is dead whatever he 
does. Thus, if West rises with the ace, 
South makes his nine tricks by scoring 
four spades, two hearts and three 
clubs. 
So the principle emerges that you 
don’t always attack your strongest suit 
— diamonds, in this case — when there 
is a good tactical reason for attacking 
another suit. Bridge is by no means a 
game of hard and fast rules. You play 
according to the common sense of a 
situation, not by rigid rules.

C oronary: W orse for the Young 


Is there any truth to the statement 
that older people are better able to 
survive a coronary heart attack than 
younger people? 
Mr. S E .I.,Fla. 


Dear Mr. I.: 


There are many factors that alter the 
predictability of 
recovery 
after 
a coronary heart attack. 
If contributing factors like excess 
tobacco, marked overweight and high 
blood pressure are not present, the 
elderly do seem to survive an un­ 
com plicated 
attack 
of 
coronary 
thrombosis better than a man of 35. 
If the severity of an attack for a 
young men and an older man is the 
same, there may be reasons to explain 
better recovery in the elderly. 
Some of the reasons are valid, while 
others are speculative. The arteries 
that bring blood to the heart muscle 
itself are called the “coronaries” 
because their distribution around the 
heart resemble a crown. 
It is believed by some that as one gets 
older tiny, additional arteries may 
have sprouted from the main blood 
vessel to bring additional blood and 
oxygen to the heart. 
This is called “collateral circulation” 
and may well be a factor in recovery. 
Perhaps in the young this fine network 
of additional blood vessels has had little 
or no time to develop. 
Health campaigns are devoted to 
elim inating the m ajor causes of 
coronary heart disease. Would that the 
young 
respect 
their 
lifegiving 
possession and listen to the dictates of 
authority! The chances of prolonging 
their life span are great if they follow 
the teachings of modern 
medical 
educators and their own doctors. 
Cigarette smoking, excess weight, 
undiscovered 
high 
blood 
pressure, 
emotional stress and indiscreet diet are 
culprits that should be eliminated.

The conference, which ends Friday, 
has brought together some 200 law 
enforcement, legal and state officials to 
study ways to recognize and combat 
organized crime. 
A workshop on gam bling and 
organized crime was to be held this 
afternoon, keynoted by Alfred N. King, 
director of evaluation and planning, 
organized crim e and racketeering 
section, U.S. Department of Justice. 
A federal drug expert told par­ 
ticipants Tuesday that the bulk of 
illegal narcotics in the United States is 
brought over southern borders. 
Andrew Tartaglino, acting deputy 
administrator of the Federal Drug 
Enforcem ent A dm inistration, said 
brown heroin and cocaine entering the 
U.S. is grown mainly in Latin America 
and Mexico.

The bill is before the Ways and 
Means Committee which, Tuesday, 
approved 13-12 the Republican plan to 
raise the Social Security benefits and 
the payroll deduction tax base. 
However, final approval which would 
have sent the bill to the full House was 
delayed until today by Rep Al Gilman, 
D-()re. Ullman said he looks for a full 
House vote on the m easure next week. 
Meanwhile, the House p rep ared to 
vote today on a bill that would tem ­ 
porarily raise the nation’s debt ceiling 
from $485 billion to $478 through June 
30, 1974. Unless Congress acts, the 
ceiling will automatically drop to its 
perm anent level of $400 billion Nov. 30, 
at which time the national debt is ex­ 
pected to be about $467 billion. 
The financing provision of the Social 
Security bill calls for hiking to $13,200 
on Jan. I the am ount of earnings from 
which Social Security taxes would be 
automatically withheld. The tax ra te of 


5.85 per cent would remain the sam e 
T r a n s la te d , this would m e a n a

$772.20 each in 1974. 
Under existing law, the w age base for 
withholding is to rise from $10,800 this 
y ear to $12,600, which would m ean 
employe deductions up to $737.10 and 
an equal am ount for employers.

College enrollment trends 


The num ber of college students in 
the United States continues to rise 
faster than the general population 
increase. This is the basic finding 
set forth in the annual collegiate 
enrollment studies report provided 


by

provost for admissions and records. 
under auspices of the journal “ In­ 
tellect.” 
Dr. P a rk e r estim ates that more 
than 
nine

collegiate-level students are now 
enrolled 
in 
institutions 
of post­ 
secondary and higher education 
That is a gain of about 2.5 per cent. 


One noteworthy element in the 
general picture is that two-year 
schools at present have a decided 
edge on four-year schools in a t­ 


tracting new students. Whereas “ the 
four-year schools still are shy of 
freshmen 
in 
the 
numbers 
they 
seek,” 53.7 of the two-vear schools 
showed freshmen increases. Parker 
also sees “a dram atic jum p in p art­ 
time students” in such schools. This 
evidence that community colleges 
a re b u rg eon in g has 
im p o rta n t 
implications for the future with 
regard to both community planning 
and the total educational structure. 
From the vantage point of his long 
experience in following enrollment 
trends, Dr. P ark er urges caution in 
one regard. The proportion of high 
school graduates intering college is 
declining in comparison with the 
late 1960s. Dr. P arker comments:

School-run motel proves 
valuable aid to education 


NELSONVILLE, Ohio ( A P ) - The 
Ohio Board of Education was skeptical 
when a high school here asked for $1 
million—for a motel. Today’s it’s alive 
and well in this Appalacian corner of 
Ohio. 
High school and college students 
operate the 42-unit Hocking Valley 
Motel largely as part of their study at 
the TriCounty Vocational High School, 
which owns it, and the Hocking Valley 
Technical College. 
It is solvent but “ was not intended to 
be a big money m ak er,” says T. C. 
Porter, 
(he 
high 
school’s 
superin­ 
tendent. “ Our main idea was to have 
a d e q u a te fa c ilitie s for on-the-job 
training,” P o rter says. 
The \ocational school serves Athens, 
Hocking and P e rry counties. 
In cooperation with the college, the 
high school operates the motel with 
about 
70 high 
school 
and 
college 
students under supervision of two hotel 
technology instructors at the college. 
Only college students participate in 
managem ent. A regular com mercial 
staff of IO, plus several part-time 
workers, round out the employes. 
The students earn course credits 
instead of money for the 
regular 
training duties, Porter says, but the 
school furnishes their uniforms. He 
says students get preference for jobs in 
their spare tim e and are paid regular 
wages in those cases. 
The motel offers kitchen, restaurant, 
indoor swimming pool and rooms for 
dining, banquets and meetings. 
Porter says the idea grew out of the 
need to improve training facilities for 
stu d e n ts 
in

WASHINGTON (AP) - The farm er’s 
share of each dollar a consumer spends 
for food in 1973 is likely to be the most in 
20 years, according to new figures by 
the Agriculture Department 
During

third 
quarter 
(July- 
September) farm ers averaged 47 cents 
of each $1 spent on U. S. farm-produced 
food listed in a USDA "m arked basket” 
analysis, the Outlook and Situation 
Board said Tuesday. 
That compared with 44 cents of each 
food dollar received by farm ers in the 
first half of 1973 and 40 cents averaged 
in July-September 1972, the report said. 


Although farm prices of food items - 
a key to the share of a food dollar 
received by producers — were down 
sharply from Sept. 15 to Oct. 15, they 
still were much higher than a year ago. 


Thus, according to the figures for the 
first three quarters of 1973, the food- 
dollar average for farm ers could be 
near 45 cents for the entire year. That 
would be the most since a 45-cent share 
in 1953, according to USDA records.

WASHINGTON (A P ) - Mailing a 
letter or package, like choosing new 
car options or ice cream flavors, has 
become more complicated. It helps to 
know what you’re doing. 
The Postal Service now’ offers seven 
different combinations of methods for 
getting your message or parcels to 
w here you want them to go. If you live 
in Washington or New York, make that 
eight. 
In the face of this array of services, 
individuals, by 
Postal Services of­ 
ficia ls’ own admission, often get 
shortchanged. Effo rts to appraise 
users 
of 
the 
varieties 
of 
service 
available are directed mainly at big- 
volume mailers. “ That-’s where our 
bread and butter is,” says William A. 
Rissell, customer services manager for 
the Postal Service. 
“ There is very good postal service it 
people know how and where to get it,” 
said Rissell. “ We probably have been 
remiss in not getting information to 
individuals.” 
And how you mail can make a dif­ 
ference. A one-pound book mailed 500 
miles, for example, can cost $1.70 cents 
or 16 cents. The $1 buys priority mail, 
also called air parcel post, and is 
programmed to get the book there the 
next day. Seventy cents buys parcel 
post, which should get the book there in 
three days. Sixteen cents buys the 
special book rate, which you won’t get 
if the clerk doesn’t know the package is 
a book. The book rate, like parcel post, 
is designed to get the package there in 
three days. 


Special delivery is another item 
which can be a bargain or a waste ol 
money. It costs 60 cents extra for up to 
two pounds of first class and air mail or 
BO cents extra for any other class the 
same weight. 
Normally the special delivery routes 
leave metropolitan post offices every 
four hours until closing time or no later 
than 9 p.m. Special delivery also func­ 
tions 
on 
Sundays 
and 
holidays. 
Otherwise, special delivery is handled 
like any other mail. 
Thus special delivery on an air mail 
letter posted early in the afternoon and 
headed for a city within 600 miles would 
improve delivery by no more than a 
few hours, since the letter is targeted 
for next day delivery, anyway. But 
special delivery on a letter posted just 
before a three-day holiday can save up 
to two days in delivery time. 


One of the options so new that its still 
considered experimental 
is express 
mail. Basic express m ail entails taking 
the letter or parcel to the post office 
and having the recipient pick it up on 
the other end. Express m ail costs $1.50 
for normal letters and $2.25 for parcels 
up to two pounds. It s available at 38 
selected post o ffices 
usually the 
larger ones 
across the country. 
Since the Postal Se rvice aims for 
overnight delivery of a ir m ail posted by 
4 p m. in special boxes or post offices, 
under normal circum stances express 
mail isn t any faster than air mail 
within 600 miles or to selected cities.

Statewide trails planned

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) 
A bicycle 
trail winding through 111) miles of 
central Ohio has become the pilot 
project for an embryo state wide trails 
system. 
Don Olson, state lands planner for the 
Ohio Department of Natural Resour­ 
ces, said he hopes to open the first IO 
miles of the bikeway next spring. 
By the time the bikeway is com­ 
pleted, the department will have ex­ 
perience in acquiring varied sorts of 
rights of way and will be able to an­ 
ticipate problems in future trails, Olson 
said. 
“ Generally, ifs to evaluate potential 
rights of way,” Olson said. 
The planned bikeway will begin near

Dillon State Park, along the Muski­ 
ngum River and end near McCon­ 
nelsville in Morgan County. 
Olson said the first section to open 
will run through Blackband Gorge, 
near the headquarters of Dillon Lake. 
He said the bikeway is a good pilot 
project because it involves acquiring 
public and private land and abandoned 
railroad right of way.

Networks face federal lawsuits 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Justice 
Department 
is pursuing m ajor a n ­ 
titrust suits against the three com ­ 
mercial television networks despite 
fears that the public m ay question its 
motives. 
CBS, NBG and ABC lost the first 
round in the 18-month battle when a 
federal judge last week denied their 
motion to dismiss or delay the case. 
The order cleared the way for gov­ 
ernment attorneys to begin the lengthy 
process of obtaining and examining 
network records. 
The government contends that the 
networks have illegally monopolized 
the production of TV entertainm ent 
program s and seeks a court order 
prohibiting the networks from produc­ 
ing their own shows. 
T he 
law su its 
do 
not 
c o n cern 
television 
new s, 
p u b lic 
a ffa irs , 
docum entaries and sports program s. 
The government suits claim that the 
networks have shut off competition in 
th e 
production 
of 
e n te r ta in m e n t 
program s by producing m any them ­ 
selves, and by retaining ownership in­ 
terests in program s they buy from 
independent producers. 
The FCC has prohibited the networks 
from holding financial 
interests in 
independently-produced program s, but 
the Justice Departm ent wants to go 


further and ban in-house production of 
entertainm ent programs. 
Questions about the motives of the 
court action were renewed by the 
disclosure of White 
House 
memos 
proposing pressure tactics against the 
networks and other news media the 
adm inistration considered unfair. 
H o w ev er, 
Ju s tic e 
D e p a rtm e n t 
sources say that President Nixon’s 
w ell-know n a n tip a th y to w ard the 
networks actually delayed the suits. 
The 
antitrust 
division 
had 
been 
preparing the cases since the mid-1950s 
but two attorneys general, William P. 
Rogers in the late 1950s and Nicholas 
DeB. Katzenbach in 1964, decided not to 
file the suits. 


After Nixon took office, Richard W. 
McLaren was installed as assistant 
attorney general in charge of the a n ­ 
titrust division. At some point, he 
recommended to then-Attv. Gen. John 
N. Mitchell that the suits be filed. 


Sources said that Mitchell dem urred 
for fear that the action “ would be seen 
as an attempt to muzzle the press.” 
That was at the time that former Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew was harshly 
criticizing the news media.

cut sharply 


W ASHINGTON (AIM — A series of 
money-saving moves by the Nixon 
administration has reduced sharply the 
amount of loans to farmers for building 
grain-storage and drying facilities. 


The Agriculture Department says 
those loans, by the Commodity Credit 
Corp., totaled $22.9 million during the 
first three months of the current fiscal 
year, which began last Ju ly I. 


That compared with $42.7 million 
loaned during the first quarter of the 
1972-73 fiscal year, the corporation said 
Tuesday in a financial statement. 
A year ago, as part of a general 
budget-tightening 
by 
the 
ad­ 
ministration, the department reduced 
the amount a farmer could borrow 
from the corporation to install grain 
drying and storage from $35,000 max­ 
imum to $25,000. Other restrictions also 
were imposed. 
Last Sept. 13, the department boosted 
interest rates on the organization’s 
loans to nearly nine per cent from six 
per cent. Also, it was announced, farm ­ 
ers were required to increase their 
down payments from 15 per cent to 30 
per cent. 
About two billion bushels of farm 
grain storage has been built under the 
loan program since it began in 1949, 
with loans totaling about $800 million.

Rail car shortage hurts nation

N EW Y O R K (A P ) — Record freight 
shipments, 
spurred 
by 
a 
booming 
economy and a sharp rise in grain 
exports, have put a severe strain on the 
nation’s 
railw a y 
freight 
system, 
causing some critical car shortages. 
While the problem apparently has 
had no major impact so far on con­ 
sumers, a number of manufacturers 
report difficulties in obtaining enough 
freight cars. Some have been switched 
to trucks. 
Government 
figures 
indicate 
the 
current shortage involves some 33,000 
cars a day, less than 2 per cent of the 
nation’s 1.7 million car fleet but still a 
significant number. 
While all types of freight cars are 
affected, among the hardest hit are 
covered hoppers used for transporting 
grain. Large wheat deals with the So­ 
viet Union and other countries have 
greatly boosted grain shipments, which 
are currently running about 32 per cent 
above last year’s levels. 
“ The worst car shortage in 
the 
nation’s history came earlier this year 
with the movement of Russian wheat. 
Now with new bumper crops it looks 
like we are on the brink of it again,” 
said a spokesman for the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 
To meet the crush, railroads have 
been forced to assign livestock cars and 
open-topped coal hoppers 
to grain 
shippers, 
causing 
c a r 
shortages 
elsewhere down the line. 
“ They used everything possible, even 
regular boxcars norm ally 
used for 
appliances and furniture,” said Bill 
Goldstein, general m anager of the Chi­ 
cago Shippers Association, a nation­ 
wide group which handles bulk ship­ 
ping for large retail chains. “ Still the 
situation was critical.” 
Some observers blame part of the 
problem on the financial conditions of 
some of the railroads, which prevents 
them from buying enough new cars. 
However, the Association of American 
Railroads, a trade group, says that 
orders for new and rebuilt cars in the 
first eight months are more than double 
1972 levels. 
“ Adding more cars to the nation’s 
fleet isn’t the total answ er,” said a 
spokesman for Burlington Northern. 
“ The whole transportation pipeline is 
not geared to handle the tremendous 
amounts of grain we have been pushing 
into it in the last 15 months.” 
Grain is only part of the problem. 
Because of the strong economy, total 
freight shipments this year are so far 
running about 9 per cent ahead of last 
year’s records. 
Burlington Northern, for example, 
says it is short on virtually all kinds of 
cars, while the

and 
Chessie System acknowledge a shor­ 
tage of cars used for shipping steel. 
A spokesman for Ford Motor Co. 
said, “ We have been experiencing a 
shortage of rail cars for the past year

NEW YORK (AP) - Pushed by a 
Congress 
anxious 
for 
reform, 
the 
nation’s fragm en ted secu rities in­ 
dustry is moving slowly and painfully 
toward a central market system de­ 
signed to serve the American investor 
as fairly and efficiently as possible. 
Despite continued controversy and 
disagreement within the industry itself, 
the first step in such a central market 
a composite ticker tape to record the 
sale of securities anywhere in the 
United States — could begin to operate 
as soon as next summer. 
Further 
steps 
foreseen 
by 
most 
observers include a composite tape for 
bid 
and 
ask 
prices, 
and 
central 
facilities for paperwork on securities 
transactions and handling of stock 
certificates. 
The goal “ is a network of brokers and 
dealers, operating both from offices 
and on exchange floors, linked together 
by an electronic com m u nication s 
network and subject to a common 
regulatory framework,” according to 
the Securities and Exchange Commis­ 
sion. 
Though technologically the central 
market could begin relatively soon, the 
controversy now is over who will have 
access to it and on what terms. “ We 
want to know the rules of the gam es 
before 
we 
start 
playing,” 
said 
a 
spokesman for the New York Stock 
Exchange, the nation’s biggest auction 
market for securities. 
“ Like motherhood and apple pie, 
everyone here is in favor of a central 
m arket,” said one broker intimately 
involved in current negotiations. “ The 
only question is how.” 
Resolving the “ how” requires the 
delicate balancing of strong and varied 
interests throughout the industry and 
within the government itself. 
Many 
stocks 
today 
are 
traded, 
auction-style, on the New York Stock 
E x ch an ge, 
the 
A m erican 
Stock 
Exchange, and ll regional exchanges. 
In addition there is the over-the-count­ 
er market, in which dealer firms buy 
and sell thousands of stocks not listed 
on the exchanges. 


Because of the tremendous increase 
in block trading, particularly by such 
institutions as banks and pension funds, 
a dealer-operated ‘‘third m arket” has 
developed 
to 
buy 
and 
sell 
large 
quantities of listed issues away from 
exchange floors. Finally there is the so­ 
called ‘‘fourth 
m arket,” where in­ 
stitutions simply swap stock among 
th em selves at w hatever p rice is 
mutually acceptable. 


Why is the central market needed? 
To assure greater efficiency and give 
the investor access to the best available 
price, observers agree. Proliferating 
markets have caused inequities bet­ 
ween markets and tended to confuse 
and befuddle the average investor. 


For an illustration, take the stock of 
XYZ Corp., traded both on the New 
York and Philadelphia’s PBW stock ex­ 
changes. Although XYZ m ay be quoted 
at two different prices simultaneously 
on both exchanges, the investor may 
not be able to get the better price 
because exchange rules prohibit his

broker from operating on both ex­ 
changes. 
Likewise, XYZ trading may be halted 
on the Big Board because of an im­ 
balance of buy or sell orders, even as it 
continues to move on the regional ex­ 
changes. 
The third-market can he even more 
frustrating to the average investor. 
There, large blocks of XYZ moved at 
undisclosed prices. For example an in­ 
stitution m ay be able to buy XYZ at $25 
a share from a third market firm, while 
the Exchange ticker shows a price of 


$25.25, The small investor must also 
pay a brokerage fee, while the dealer’s 
commission is included in his quoted 
price 
As a Senate subcommittee which has 
studied 
the 
issue concluded, 
“ We 
believe that all investors are entitled to 
the best market available, given the 
ch a rac te ristic s of the 
p a rtic u la r 
stock.” 
To achieve this, most government 
officials believe in “ regulating in” 
more competition among the different 
markets.

Bradford Cook said, “ We want the 
chips, that is, the profits, to fall where 
they may in fair and open competititon 
between markets.” 
But to some in the industry, closer 


government supervision — even in the 
name of competition — means more 
red tape and lower profits.

Americans active in Egypt 
despite low official profile 
By C.C. M INICLIER 
Associated P ress Writer 
CAIRO (AP) — It’s not easy for a 
stra n g e r 
to 
find 
the 
A m erican 
diplomatic presence in Egypt; it ap­ 
pears on page 69 of the diplomatic list 
under “ Espagne” and is identified by 
the red and gold flag of Spain. 
Cairo broke fo rm al 
diplom atic 
relations with Washington with the 1967 
war, and Spain has been the official 
American representative here ever 
since. But its em bassy shelters a small 
American diplomatic mission, just as 
the Indian Em bassy in Washington 
provides a cover for the Egyptian 
government’s representatives. 
Despite the low diplomatic profile, 
A m ericans 
are 
all 
over 
E gypt, 
prospecting for and producing oil, 
digging for archeological treasures, 
examining the sick, teaching and doing 
business. 
Country taxis tend to be 25-year-old 
Dodges or Chevrolets. Egypt Air, the 
national airline, has just bought three 
more Boeings to add to its mixed Soviet 
and American fleet. 
Three billion cigarette filters a year 
are to be produced by new machines 
from America. American cigarettes 
continue to be popular, even at $1.25 a 
pack. 
American 
movies, 
television 
shows and Time and Newsweek also 
are popular with the Egyptians. 
Some 2,285 Egyptians went to the 


United States in the first seven months 
of 1973 as tourists or students and 
another 617 obtained visas to em igrate 
to the United States. As many E g y p ­ 
tians have studied at Harvard, Prin­ 
ceton or Yale as at Cambridge or 
Oxford. 
There is an American university in 
Cairo two blocks from the Nile, and a 
TWA advertisement with the American 
flag is posted on a railroad underpass 
on the road to the pyramids. Chicago 
House, run by the Oriental Institute of 
the University of Chicago, is on the Nile 
at Luxor. 
Fifty American firms have offices in 
Cairo or Alexandria. 
American oilmen are operating in the 
Gulf of Suez, opposite the battlefront in 
the southern Sinai Desert. They have 
prospected in the Western Desert and 
soon will be looking for oil off the Nile 
Delta 
in 
the 
M editerranean. 
An 
Egyptian official pointed out that other 
Arab countries already have their oil, 
but Egypt is still searching and needs 
American know-how and money to 
help.

It would seem that South must go 
down one against proper defense, but 
actually the contract can be made in a 
perfectly legitimate way. 
A heart is led, won by South with the 
queen, and declarer, whether he 


realizes it or not, is now faced with a 
crucial decision. He can see that if he 
attacks diamonds, forcing out the ace, 
he will certainly run into a dead end. 
Back will come a heart and West’s 
suit will become established. South can 
then cash eight tricks — two hearts, 
three diamonds and three clubs — but, 
when he leads a spade, West takes the 
ace and runs his hearts to put the 
contract down one. 
So, instead of putting his head in a 
noose by playing a diamond at trick 
two, South hits upon the expedient of 
playing a low spade towards the king. 
He does this for two reasons. First, 
there is a chance that West, holding the 
ace, will make a mistake and not go up 
with it. If this occurs, South is home 
free. Having stolen a spade trick, he 
speedily attacks diamonds and so 
makes nine tricks. 
Second, there is the possibility of 
West’s holding three spades to the ace 
— in which case he is dead whatever he 
does. Thus, if West rises with the ace, 
South makes his nine tricks by scoring 
four spades, two hearts and three 
clubs. 
So the principle emerges that you 
don’t always attack your strongest suit 
— diamonds, in this case — when there 
is a good tactical reason for attacking 
another suit. Bridge is by no means a 
game of hard and fast rules. You play 
according to the common sense of a 
situation, not by rigid rules.

Coronary: W orse for the Young 


Is there any truth to the statement 
that older people are better able to 
survive a coronary heart attack than 
younger people? 
Mr. S.E.I.,Fla. 


Dear Mr. I.: 


There are many factors that alter the 
predictability 
of recovery 
after 
a coronary heart attack. 
If contributing factors like excess 
tobacco, m arked overweight and high 
blood pressure are not present, the 
ly 
com plicated 
attack of coronary 
thrombosis better than a man of 35. 
If the severity of an attack for a 
young men and an older man is the 
same, there may be reasons to explain 
better recovery in the elderly. 
Some of the reasons are valid, while 
others are speculative. The arteries 
that bring blood to the heart muscle 
itself are called the “coronaries” 
because their distribution around the 
heart resemble a crown. 
It is believed by some that as one gets 
older tiny, additional arteries may 
have sprouted from the main blood 
vessel to bring additional blood and 
oxygen to the heart. 
This is called “collateral circulation” 
and may well be a factor in recovery. 
Perhaps in the young this fine network 
of additional blood vessels has had little 
or no time to develop. 
Health campaigns are devoted to 
elim inating the m ajor causes of 
coronary heart disease. Would that the 
young 
resp ect 
their 
lifegiving 
possession and listen to the dictates of 
authority! The chances of prolonging 
their life span are great if they follow 
the teachings of modern medical 
educators and their own doctors. 
Cigarette smoking, excess weight, 
undiscovered 
high 
blood pressure, 
emotional stress and indiscreet diet are 
culprits that should be eliminated.

Dear Mrs. A.: 
This bony enlargement is known as a 
“torous” or “ torose.” It does not alter 
normal growth nor dot*s it usually 
affect the child’s speech. 
It is caused by some slight malfor­ 
mation of the embryo and is not 
associated with any unusual changes in 
the body. 
Many people do not learn about the 
presence of a torous until they are 
adults. 
Rarely is it ever necessary to remove 
these growths by surgery.
